Dear Mr. Schaener: 

I am writing you on a matter of utmost importance. The 
authoritative Congressional Quarterly , a political news 
digest, recently summed it up: "The shape of elective 

politics in the United States for the entire decade of 
the 1970 *s will be influenced strongly by what happens 
in this year's elections." 

What happens in your state of Minnesota, and around the 
country this year could well depend on how you answer 
my letter now, Mr. Schaener. 

Let me explain. I recently called an emergency meet- 
ing in Washington of conservative leaders to discuss a 
frightening report that had just been completed by the 
American Conservative Union (ACU) staff. The report 
was an analysis of the radical Left's legislative de- 
mands for the 1970*s. Conservative leaders present at 
the meeting were Thomas Winter, Editor, Human Events : 
Hon. Philip Crane of Illinois; William A. Rusher, Pub- 
lisher, National Review : Alan MacKay, past chairman of 
YAF; Hon. Albert Watson of South Carolina; and Daniel 
Mahoney, Chairman, New York Conservative Party. 

The far Left's legislative goals are so revolutionary 
that if enacted they would drastically change the pol- 
itical and family life of 200 million Americans — in- 
cluding yours and mine. Three of their top priority 
demands are: 

— A complete guaranteed annual income — as high as 
$7500 a year — for all welfare recipients; 

— A complete take over of our public schools (in- 
cluding busing and all the rest of the Liberal 
"cure-alls") by ruthlessly using the threat of 
cutting off federal funds to any local school 
district that doesn't comply with the govern- 
ment's demands;

An ACU staff study shows 
that the GOP senatorial and congressional committees contribute 



indiscriminately to both conservative and liberal candidates.
